In America today, alcoholism 
is rated as the nation’s third 
health problem, following heart 
disease and cancer. Statistics 
on the number of alcoholics 
range from 9 to 18 million peo- 
ple. On the average an alco- 
holic directly affects the lives 
of at least 6 other people, usu- 
ally family members and em- 


ployers. This means that some- 
where between 63 and 126 mil- 
“lion people are involved direct- 
ly with the problem of alco- 
hol. 

I have met a Catholic priest, 
himself a recovered alcoholic, 
who spends much of his time 
trying to get across to the pu- 


blic the magnitude of this prosa 
blem. He stands before large 
audiences and Says, ‘‘Let’s face 
it, ladies and gentlemen. Some- 

One you know is an alcoholic.’”’ 

I’ve never seen or heard any- 
one register disbelief at this

statement. Most people, when, 
they hear--‘‘Someone you know 
is an alcoholic’’--nod yes. 

The problem, then, is a big 
one. What can be done aboyt 
it?

The Elba Police put the skids to some stealing at Dorsey Trail- 
ers Sunday night. Monday I overheard a Dorsey official spread- 
ing some high praise for Chief Johnston and his crew for

It is 
a puzzle. We were not lost either.

FAMILY PLANNING 


The goal of Family Plan- 
ning is to assist in achieving 
the number of children de- 
sired, with appropriate spac- 
ing, to thereby make each child 
a wanted, more healthy child 
To obtain this goal the Public 
Health Department has devel- 
oped a Family Planning Clinic 
to bring forth birth control 
education and services to every- 
one in need. 

Clinics are held in Coffee 
County at the Health Depart- 
ment as follows: Enterprise, 
every Wednesday from 8:00 
a.m. to 11:30 a.m. and 1:00 
p.m. to 4:30 p.m.; and in 
Elba every Tuesday from 
8:00 a.m. to 11:30 a.m. and 
1:00 p.m. to 4:30 p.m. 

One will receive the fol- 
lowing medical services at 
these clinics: a general phy- 
sical including a pap smear, 


pelvic exam, breast exam, 
blood pressure, pregnancy 
testing, urinalysis, blood test, 


sickle cell, and medical his- 
tory. Counseling is also done 
during these clinics. After 


this service a contraceptive ~ 


may be prescribed. The con- 
traceptives available at the 
Coffee County Health Depart- 
ment are birth control pills, 
I. U. D.’s, diaphragms, foam, 
condoms and rhythm system. 


According to research done 
by the Alan Guttmacher Insti- 
tute, about 2/3 of the oné 
milion pregnancies that occur 
to teenagers each year areun- 
intended, and about half of teen 
prenancies result in the births 
of unplanned children. Many 
of the health, social and eco- 
homic consequences of adoles- 
cent childbearing, especially of 
births tothe youngest teenagers, 
are adverse and serious, wheth- 
er or not the birth is unwanted 
by the young person at the 
time; or whether or not she 
is married. Thegreat majority 
of adolescents, especially those 
who are younger, do not want 
to become pregnant or to have 
babies while in their teens 
For most teenagers, and for 
American Society, the principle 
issue is prevention. 


Because of the number of 
‘“‘accidental’’ teenage pregnan-, 
cies in our area, we are now 
holding night clinics in Enter- 
prise every 2nd and 4th Wed- 
nesday from 6:00 p.m. to 8:00 
p.m., and in Elba every 2nd and 
4th Tuesday from 6:00 p.m. to 
8:00 p.m. 

During this time, we will do 
health education and counsel- 
ing, as well as physical exami- 
nations and pregnancy testing. 


* unnecessary.” 


Our- educational program 
consists of general hygiene and 
dietary information, along with 
a program in birth contro 
methods, anatomy and physio- 
logy and veneral disease infor- 


mation. Teaching aids such as 
films and written literature are 
utilized. Groupdiscussions and 
individual counseling are anim- 
portant part ofthe Family Plan- 
ning education program. Th- 
ough mention last, education is 
the most important part of 
Family Planning. It is through 
education than an individual can 
plan for a healthy and wanted 
child and teenage high-risk and 
unwanted pregnancies can de- 
crease 

It is to be kept in mind 
that all services and informa- 
tion concerning any individual 
will be held in the strictest 
confidence, Under no cirum- 
Stances will any information be 
given out-about any Family 
Planning Clinic patient without 
written permission of the 
patient.

HELPFUL HINTS FOR THE 
HOMEMAKER 


Proverbs 31:10-31 states, 
‘*Who can find a virtuous wo- 
man? for her price is far 
above rubies...she workieth 
willingly with her hands...’’And 
the scripture goes on to des- 
cribe in detaif the many duties 
and roles of a woman. I be- 
lieve it shows a good Chris- 
tian witness for our homes to 
be orderly and open to visitors 

As wives and mothers we 
all welcome hints to help our 
households run more smoothly, 
whether we are entertaining 
guests or just doing our rou- 
tine housework. Most women 
prefer their homes to be neat 
and clean all of the time, es- 
pecially when unexpected guests 
drop in. A very useful hint 
that helps me (although my home 
is not perfect) is to always 
“pick up'’ before retiring each 
night. If the kids and hubby 
have had TV snacks and glasses, 
cups and plates cover all the 
end tables, take a few moments 
to gather them and place them 
in the sink to be done with the 
breakfast dishes. If little John- 
ny’s socks, shoes and sweater 
are on the floor, have him to 
pick them up and carry them 
to his room. I stress for HIM 
to pick them up, because I 
believe as mothers, we do a 
grave injustice to our children 
if we don’t teach them to pick 
up-after themselves and to as- 
sume light housekeeping 
vhores. Then make sure all 
clothing, when taken off, is put 
in its proper place. These all 
take less than a few minutes 
and in the morning, it’s much 
easier to ‘‘face the world’ 
when your house is neat. 

Another hint that helps me 
is to remember this little say- 
ing, ‘‘A place for everything 
and everything in its place.’ 
One of my high school teach- 
ers drilled this into my head 
for a solid year and today I 
appreciate this bit of wisdom 
very much.

Steve Bragg entered the 
Montgomery Nephrology Re- 
ferral Clinic shortly after 3:00 
p.m. Monday afternoon; and by 
3:30 was hooked up to a ma- 
chine that keeps him alive. He 
would be ‘‘on the machine’’ for 
four- hours, and would repeat 
the procedure again Wednes- 
day and Friday afternoons. 

Steve has a kidney disease 
which prevents normal fune- 
tioning of his kidneys except a 
scant 6%. The dialysis ma- 
chine - the artificial kidney - 
provides the purification and 
removal of waste that his own 
kidneys cannot. 


*** 


Back in August, Steve had 
repeated attacks of indigestion; 
and finally, his wife, Kathy, in- 
sisted that he see a doctor. Upon 
advice from his doctor, he 
entered the Elba General hos- 
pital for tests. The tests were 
run, and Steve was told ‘‘There’s 
absolutely nothing wrong with 
your stomach or digestive sys- 
tem -- but, there is something 
wrong with your kidneys. If1 
were you, | would go onto Mont- 
gomery and have them checked 
now, so that the problem canbe 
handled.’’ 
been uric acid in the blood, a 
substance the kidneys normally 
take care of.

Steve did enter the hospital 


The telltale sign had 


Barbecue Planned For Steve 


in Montgomery, under the care 
of Dr. Francis X. Schloeder, 
a prominent nephrologist from 
the Kidney Center in Houston, 
Texas. The necessary tests 
were conducted, and one day, 
Dr. Schloeder walked in and 
confronted Steve with the re- 
sults: ‘Your kidneys are only 
functioning 5-6% of the time, 
and you will have to go on the 
dialysis machine to live.”’ 

**My whole life came before 
me,"’ said Steve. ‘‘One day I! 
was strong and healthy - and 
the next I was to be dependent 
on a machine to live.’’ This 
shattering news fell on him with 
a heaviness he had never known 
before in his very active life.

More time in the hospital 
followed, and more tests, pre- 
paring him and his body for the 
takeover of his kidney replace- 
ment. 


“** 


Two needles are inserted 
into his arm - one to draw out 
the blood with its impurities, 
the other to return it fresh and 
pure to the body. When the 
technician first attempted to 
insert the needle, Steve’s veins 
virtually disappeared - in both 
arms. ‘This necessitated the 
insertion into his forearm of 
a bovine graft. Before all this 


could be accomplished, how- 
ever, he had to undergo the 
peritoneal dialysis - through 
the abdomen - three times. 
This was a very painful pro- 
cedure, and one which re- 
quired him to lie flat for 48 
hours, in the intensive care 
unit of the hospital. 


*** 


Steve has lost 53 pounds 
from his original 248. It was 
necessary to reduce his weight 
to reduce the work of his own 
kidneys; and he also must fol- 
low a rigid diet for the effect 
on his kidneys. Also, each 
time he is on the machine, he 
will lose several pounds through 
the fluid that is taken out of 
his body. This fluid is re- 
placed by a saline solution 
when thought necessary by 
those administering the dialy- 
sis. 

At first his blood pressure 
would drop drastically after a 
treatment, but - that condition 
has eased up-considerably. He 
can now get off the machine, 
and walk off normally, to begin 
the trip home.

The prognosis for full-work- 
ing ability of his kidneys is 
only a slim chance, his doctor 
has told him; but ‘‘I have ac- 
cepted the machine as a neces-

sary part of my life’’ said

In the meantime, and in be- 
tween trips to Montgomery, 
Steve works - drives the trac- 
tor and other normal jobs. _ 

“They (at the clinic) can’t 
understand how I can be so 
active,"’ he said. ‘‘Many of 
the other patients on the 
machine don’t have nearly as 
much energy as I do. I don’t 
understand the reason myself."’ 


Steve is planning to buy a 
dialysis machine - andthe com- 
munity of Victoria and sur- 
rounding neighborhoods are 
working to see that he gets 
one.
